Notes to sopplofflOAt. correct and enlarge the informa- 
tion contained in the A Volnme Gaeetteer 
of the Chhindwara District. 

[Corrected up to the Ut July 1917.] 


For para. 182, aubatitute the following : — 

182. The District of Chhindwara was formed on the annexation of the 
Nagpui* State in 1854, and at first belonged to the Nagpur Division; but on 
ithe constitution of the Central Provinces by the union of the new Nagpur 
Province with the Saugor and Nerbudda territories was transferred to the 
Nerbudda Division, to which it has since belonged. It is administered by a 
Deputy Commissioner with Executive Assistants. The District is subdivided 
into 3 Tahsils, Chhindwara, Sausar and Amarwara, each in charge of a Tahsil- 
dar who is assisted by a Naib. Two Executive Assistants are permanently 
attached to this district, and a third is posted from time to time. One of 
them who is in charge of the Treasury is also the District Registrar. There . 
are. 2 benches of Honorary Magistrates with 3rd class powers at Chhindwara 
and Pandhuma, the former consisting of 0 members and the latter 4. The 
manager of the coal mines at Parasia is also an Honorary Magistrate with 
3rd class powers. Chhindwara is now the head-quarters of the District and 
Sessions Judge who has civil and criminal jurisdiction in both the Chhiiid* 
wara and Seoni Districts. There are two Subordinate Judges, one of them is 
also an Additional District Judge. Of the two Munsiffs one is stationed at 
Oibindwara and the other at Sausar. One of the Executive Extra Assistant 
Commissioners is an Additional Judge in the Court of the Sub-Judge and the 
Tasildar of Chhindwara and Sausar act as additional Munsifis in the courts of 
MutunSs attached to their respeotive Tahsils ; and the Tahsildar at Amarwara 
is an Bft»a Munsiff for the Amarwara Tahsil for the trial of Tenancy oases. 
The Dutrict usually has a commissioned Medical Officer as Civil Surgeon 
and. Superintendent of the District Jail. An Extra Assistaiit Conservator of 
poresta Is in ojhai^ of the CSihindwera Fmiest Division. Chhindwara is tiie

Fc^ para. 185, substituie the following n 
, V 195. Hie Tr^sury offioer ih the District Regutrar. Some of the powers 
^and duties of the District Registrar are delegated to the special salaried Sub- 
Registrar at the head-quarters. The District is divided into 4 registration 
sub-distriots. The Chhindwara and Amarwara Tahsils each form a separate 
sub-district, while the Sausar Tahsil comprises two sub-districts, i.e. Sausar 
and Pandhuma. Each sub-district has got a registration office, under a spe- 
oiid salaried Sub-Registrar. 


*Far para. 187, avhsiituie the following : — 

187. The following is the description of the Excise Administration as 
in the Excise year commencing April 1, 1917. With the exception of a 
(unall area of 218 square miles in the hilly tracts of the Chhindwara Tahsil 
adjoining the Hoshangabad District where the physical features of the coun- 
try render the continuance of outs tills advisable, the contract supply systez^ 
has been extended to the whole district. Under this system the liquor 
distilled from the Mahua flower is supplied by the contractor to Govemmeht 
at a fixed rate. ■:* 

Liquor is supplied from the Distillery at Seoni to the 5 warehouses in 
the District ; two of these, viz. Jamai and Tamia, are in the interior, and the 
others at Tahsil head-quarters. 

There are 10 Sub-Inspectors, one at each of the 5 warehouses and the 
romaining in executive charge of circles. These are under the Inspector 
designated the District Excise Officer who is given one assistant of the 
grade of Inspector. 

The revenue is realized partly from a direct duty bn liquor issued from 
the warehouses, and partly from license fees for the right to sell. This right 
is sold annually by auction. Under the outstill system the revenue is 
realized froip license fees covering the right gf distillation and sale. 

There are three duty rates, viz. 5/-, 3/2/-, and per proof gallon^ 
iQU^ in the district. These are based on the nature of the tract and the' 
^ condition of the drinking classes.

Qarhwalis. The District Police included 11 Head Constables and 88 Con- 
stables and 3 Mounted Constables in the ordinary Beserve at head-quarters. 
The proportion of Police engaged in the prevention and detection of crime 
in 1916 was 1 to every 11 square miles and 1,270 persons. The cost of the 
Police in that year was Bs. 1,02,164. About one-third of the men are en- 
listed from the District and two-thirds from other districts of the Province 
and Upper India. In 1916 the force contained b7 Brahmans, 102 Muham- 
madans, 36 Bajputs and 18 Maratbas. Of the officers 8 were Brahmans and 
11 Muhammadans. The reallocation scheme came into force on the Ist 
July, 1914, from which date the District contains the following 17 Station
